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DETAILED ACTION 
Remark 

1. Claims 35-40 are added. Pending claims are claims 1-14, 19-22, and 35-40. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawing filed on March 25, 2005 has not been labled as "replacement 
sheets". Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14, 19-22, and 35-40 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1,9, 19, and 35, the prior art of record issued to Stinebruner and Eyer 
fails to either alone or combine to teach or suggest a television system and methods applied in 
using a virtual channel table, in indicating an inactive channel, and in broadcasting using a 
virtual channel table in a broadcasting protocol for automatically controlling a display of 
broadcast information comprising a virtual channel table, wherein the virtual channel table 
including identification information in a bit stream syntax for identifying each individual channel 
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as being one of an active and an inactive channel, and the inactive channel does not carry any 
broadcast program until at a later time, which is predetermined from a broadcast station without 
local viewer interaction, and the inactive channel is capable of being automatically skipped 
while presenting on the broadcast display. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
